By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 
every case of deafness not result- 
ng from acc may be at least partially 
cured by dictary measures. Complete deafness 
does not come on suddenly without warning, as 
there is usually a gradual loss of the sense of 
hearing covering a period of several years be-

There are a cases 
where the eardrums have 
been ruptured or some other 
portion of the hearing appar- 
atus destroyed by accident; 
there are also a few cases that 
the sense of hearing is inter- 
Dr. F. McCoy fered with by a retention of 
wax in the external ear passage; and some are 
caused by a chronic engorgement of the tonsils, 
which may produce deafness as the inflamma- 
tion may spread along the Eustachian tube 
which connects the ear and the throat. How- 
ever, cases of deafness are the result of 
chronic catarrh. I believe that over ninety per 
cent of all cases are due to this cause. 

An unusually severe cold in the nose and 
throat may cause such a change that it seems as 
though the deafness has come on quite abruptly, 
which is seldom true, as the chronic state of 
catarrh preceding the cold has been developing 
for a long time. The Eustachian tubes have 
been slowly becoming more and more filled 
with mucus, until finally only the cold is needed 
to cause the passages to be entirely obstructed.

Local treatment from your physician, in re- 
moving wax from the external ear and opening 
the Eustachian tube, will prove helpful in many 
cases, but you must remember that the real 
cause of your trouble is of a constitutional na- 
ture and you must endeavor to remove this 
cause by proper dietetic and fasting measures. 

In most cases the fruit juice fast will bring 
a quick relief from the annoying throbbing in 
the ear which is commonly present, and in some 
cases, the hearing will improve within a re- 
markably short time. Of course, this can not 
be expected in those cases which have existed 
over a period of years, as the delicate structures 
of the ear may have become thickened from 
continual inflammation. 

If the trouble is pu 
not only avoid an excess of starches but should 
leave out oils and fats for a considerable period 
of time. Even the use of milk may retard re- 
covery. Remember that the blood stream must 
be cleared of its accumulated toxins of years. It 
must be deprived of the materials out of which 
an excess amount of mucus can be manuface 
tured and this must be continued until the ten- 
dency to catarrh has been overcome. In many 
cases, manipulative treatments of the neck 
helpful in addition to the fasting and dieting 
regimen.
